The Airfield Properties Commis­ 
sion of the City of Hondo had been 
negotiating with Texas 
Aviation 
Industries* officials since last Janu­ 
ary'. At least ten other groups had 
inspected the Hondo field in hopes 
of receiving the Air Force civilian 
contract for pilot training. 
The first class will include about 
150 cadets, according to present 
estimates. About 350 families are 
expected to move to Hondo soon 
after July 15 with possibly more 
to follow' in ti e near future. A 
civilian payroll of about $2 mil­ 
lion a year is expected in addition 
to the military payroll. 
The Chamber of Commerce is 
attempting to avert a critical hous­ 
ing .shortage by asking for listings 
in Hondo and nearby towns. Suit­ 
able housing for both military and 
civlian personnel must be found 
as it was learned this week that 
only cadets will live on the field 
proper. Most critical need is for 
houses and apartments 
Only about half of the former 
field will be activated Texas \vla» 
lion Industries will lease from tho 
city of Hondo all lands west pf the 
former 
Fourth 
Street, 
the 
road 
which goes to the swimming pool. 
Rental of $12,000 a year will be 
paid the city. The Red Stag Leaf 
Mold Co., R. E. A. and Jim Am- 
berson will have to move their 
ir.terests off the land designated 
for the field. Also affected is the 
American Legion, although it has 
come to no terms with the con­ 
tractors as yet Neither the Hondo 
Livestock Auction Co. nor Alamo 
Pottery are affected.

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Price Ceilings And Scarcities 


In a revealing editorial on the problems of 
price fixing, the magazine The Freeman observ­ 
ed, “A legal price-ceiling arbitrarily establishes 
a lower price than the free competitive offers 
and bids of sellers»and buyers would establish 
in a free market. . . . 
“But to say that a price-ceiling would make 
a price lower than a free market would make it, 
is only another way of saying that it would make 
demand chronically greater than 
supply. 
It 
would do this in two ways. Because it is a bar­ 
gain’. and because they can afford to use it more 
wastefully, buyers and consumers will demand 
more of the price-fixed articles at the lower fix­ 
ed price than they would have demanded at the 
higher free price And because they can make 
less of a profit margin 
from it . . . producers 
will make less and sellers will offer less of the 
price-fixed articles at the legal price-ceiling 


than tney would have produced and offered at 


the higher free price-ceiling. In short, the effect 


of price-ceiling is almost inevitably to bring 


about a shortage of the price-fixed articles. 
The vast majority of producers and retailers 


are doing their utmost to make price regulations 


workable. Indeed, long before the government 
stepped in, the retailers of the country were vol­ 
untarily doing everything possible to hold pric­ 
es down as is witnessed by the fact that price 
increases at retail generally lagged well behind 
price increases at wholesale. However, as The 
Freeman editorial intimates, no one can afford 
to make an article if it will not return him some 
profit - and no store can afford to sell an arti­ 
cle unless its sale will bring some profit. 
Sound administration of the pricing laws must 
take these basic facts into consideration

In one rase a big allied sup­ 
ply base at Chinchow was left 
virtually and mysteriously un- 
d e f e n d e d .

amount of American equipment 
stored there, the actions of the 
Nationalist Chinese had ail the 
earm arks of a sellout to the 
Communists who shortly there­ 
after captured it. It was not 
long before all Manchuria fell.

Friends of Senator Taft report 
that the senator’s visit with Gerv 
eral 
M acArthur 
at

Waldorl 
Tower, New York, netted only twc 
th in g s —T aft’s firm conviction thai 
M acArthur 
m eant 
what 
he 
said 
about keeping out of politics, and 
second, that the general could out* 
talk the rather loquacious senatoi 
from Ohio. 
Taft went to see MacArthur t« 
find out discreetly whether the gen 


eral had any political Intentions; 
and second, if not, to lay some dip­ 
lomatic 
groundwork 
so that the 
general might later get on the T aft( 
bandwagon. 


MacArthur wa* cordial, bat 
politically negative. 
He gave 
Taft a shortened version of hi* 
co n g ressio n a l speech, quoting It 
in such verbatim detail that it 
almost seemed as if he had 
memorized it. 
Taft's friends say that he did not 
tell the general that he, the sen­ 
ator, was a candidate for the pres­ 
idency though he did hint that the 
Republicans were most grateful to 
M acArthur for what he had done 
and that they would certainly want 
him to be a leading defense plan­ 
ner if they won in 1952. 


History Repeats 


H e rb e rt Hoover, who has been the 
chief confidante of General Mac­ 
Arthur during the present big de­ 
bate, 
paradoxically 
was 
on 
the 
other end of a somewhat similar 
situation when he was President 
of the United State* 
Hoover made the mistake of or­ 
dering 
the court-martial of 
Maj. 
Gen. Smediey D Butler, a popular 
m arine corps figure, after Butler 
had started a lecture that Benito 
Mussolini, 
then dictator of Italy, 
had run over a child with his car 
but failed to stop. G eneral Butler’* 
court-martial 
was 
ordered 
after 
Italian Am bassador Di Martino had 
protested officially. 
| 
But immediately there arose a 
tremendous outcry from the Amer­ 
ican press and public, and for 
weeks Hoover was the butt of po*-' 
sibly more scathing criticism than 
Harry Truman. 
The 
situation 
was 
somewhat 
comparable to the present Mac­ 
Arthur debate in that the admiral* 
did not like General Butler any 
more than some of the leaders In 
the Pentagon love General Mac­ 
Arthur. 
It 
wa* also significant that 
Hoover’s popularity 
at that 
time had sank to an extremely 
low 
ebb, comparable to that 
of Trnman’s today. 
In the end, Hoover did what Har­ 
ry Truman has not done. He abject­ 
ly surrendered and called off Gen­ 
eral Butler’* court-martial.
